"If Egyptian proposals concer- 
ning the autonomy are ever put into 
practice," the prime minister 
warned, "the result could be a 
Palestine Arab state." 

Interior Minister Yosef Burg, 
who heads the team for the 
autonomy negotiations, suggested 
that the Egyptians might have 
switched to their new hard-line at- 
titude because of the new policy 
emanating from Washington. This 
calls on Israel to be more flexible 
and more generous in its efforts to

As of today, a 580-gram bottle of 
cooking oil costs IL39.B0 Instead of 
IL30, and a 980-gram plastic bottle 
IL57 instead of IL49, an increase of 
about 17 per cent. The order was 
signed by Acting Industry, Trade 
and Tourism Minister Moshe 
Nissim. 

Minister Gideon Patt, now on a 
trip abroad, managed to sign before 
his departure an order raising 
prices of the Dubek monopoly's 
cigarettes. As of today. Time and 
Europa cost IL23 Instead of ZL18, an 
Increase of 27.7 per cent. Ascot la up 
from IL10.50 to IL13.30, Royal from 
IL13.30 to ILl 7 , Time and 
Broadway lOOs from IL21 to EL27. 

Oil and cigarettes in stock, while 
they last, are to be sold at the old 
price, as printed on the labels. 

The Public Committee on Prices 
also approved yesterday Increases 
of 25.3 per cent for plywood, 20 per 
cent for tissue and crepe paper, 23.6 
per cent for cardboard. 39.0 per 
cent for paper bags and 25 per cent 
for bottles.

Arafat will not 
renounce force 
or promise peace

Peres wins as expected 
but Alton also pleased

T3L AVIV. — The scenario of the 
first round ir. the Labour Party's 
battle far leadership was played as 
expected yesterday — the Central 
Committee elected Shimon Peres 
as the party's candidate for prime 
minister in the I Oth Knesset elec- 
tions. 

But both Peres, the sole con- 
tender. and his rival. Y:gal Alton, 
who was not officially :r. the run- 
ning last night, expressed gratifica- 
tion with the results and proclaim- 
ed themselves victorious. 

Of the 718 qualified votes cast, 457 
were far Peres. 223 were against 
him. and 41 abstained. 

The Alton camp contends that the 
abstentions were significant, as the 
proceedings were tantamount to a 
vote of confidence in the present 
party chairman. If the abstentions 
are taken into account, then Peres 
received about 63 per cent of the 
total vote. The Peres camp, 
however, prefers to ccnrider only 
the "for" and "against" votes, 
which give Peres 67 per cent. 

According to party insiders. 
Peres Is thought tc have a 2-1 edge 
in the present Central Ccmmittee. 
Therefore the real measure af his 
victory should be evaluated by how 
much above or below the two-thirds 
mark his support In the Central 
Committee turned out to be. Any 
deviation from a steady two-thirds 
majority would be seen inside the 
party as a sign of defections from 
either the Peres or Alton camps. 

Out of 870 Central Committee 
members, Ahdut Avoda and the 
Kibbutz Meuhad. which are Alton's 
••iiiutiti power uase, account for no 
more than no members. Hence it is 
thought that about one-half of the 
vote 3 cast against Peres came from 
members of old Mapal. 

Addressing the committee after 
the election, Peres said, "We had a 
clear decision which erases any 
doubt whatever." Referring to 
Alton's declaration that he would 
officially throw his hat in the ring 
after the party's June convention. 
Peres announced, "If the conven- 
tion wishes to change things, it 
would be sovereign to do so.” 

Peres declared that, "regardless 
of how any of the members voted, 
no one will be disqualified or 
blacklisted from positions in future. 
We will not settle accounts.” Peres 
went on to exhort the members to 
unity in the face of the -esJ enemy 
— the Likud. 

Nevertheless, after the com- 


mittee session. Alton stressed to 
reporters that "this Is merely a 
temporary decision until the June 
convention. I am extremely 
satisfied and very pleasantly sur- 
prised." 

Party old-timers said the peak 
attendance and the tension of 
yesterday's gathering were 
reminiscent of the great historic 
struggles for power in Labour — the 
last in 1977 between Peres and 
former prime minister Yitzhak 
Rabin. 

The voting was secret with 
members easting their votes in poll- 
ing booths set up in the corridors 
ahead of time. 

The debate which preceded the 
voting failed to provide the political 
fireworks expected, as most of the 
speeches were restrained and low- 
key. Even Rabin surprised 
reporters by the relative mildness 
of his tone. According to unofficial 
reports, the Alton camp had plead- 
ed with Rabin not to heat up the 
meeting with invective against 
Peres. Nevertheless, Rabin manag- 
ed to ire the Peres camp, and hla 
speech was repeatedly Interrupted 
by hecklers. He did aim a few barbs 
at Peres, reminding him that, three 
years ago. when Rabin was prime 
minister, Peres had challenged 
him. “Was there no personal 
rivalry in the post?" he asked sar- 
donically, "and no ideological 
differences?" 

Alton made it clear that 
regardless of the vote, this would 
not be the end but rather the begin- 
ning of the internal battle in 
Labour. "The central committee 
elected in June will have the final 
say," he said. 

. He criticized Peres' move to 
bring matters to a head at this time 
and argued that the only rationale 
for this "Is to erect a psychological 
barrier to impede further com- 
pel! ton." 

Peres summed up the debate by 
asking the committee members to 
show their confidence in him. 
"Have I conducted myself during 
the past two and a half years other 
than I promised? I did my level 
best, and if any one thinks 
otherwise he should vote against 
me. But I ask you to draw your con- 
clusions objectively, unfettered by 
factional memories and past 
hatreds," he sald> 

Peres declared. "What we need 
more than anything until the next 
elections are 22 months of internal 
peace. Let us unite to a clear and 
massive vote," he said.

urges 

Games 

boycott 

WASHINGTON. — President 
Jimmy Carter yesterday 
declared that the U.S. was 
strong and prepared to cope 
with what he once again called 
the most serious threat to world 
peace since World War n — the 
Soviet armed intervention In 
Afghanistan. In a nationally 
televised interview over NBC, 
Carter maintained his moun- 
ting pressure on the USSR by 
announcing that his administra- 
tion does not want American 
participation in the Moscow 
Olympics. 

He said the C.S. Olympic Com- 
mittee has been Informed' that he 
will not sap port the sending of 
American athletes to the Soviet 
capital unless the Soviet Union 
pulls its troops oat of Afghanistan 
within a month. The president said 
he would then want the games mov- 
ed from Moscow, postponed, or 
cancelled. 

"We have not been weak, we have 
been strong," Carter declared, 
when asked if the Soviet actions 
were a result of Moscow's perceiv- 
ing the U.S. to be weak. 

“The strength of our country has 
been clearly demonstrated." 
Carter stated, noting that the U.S. 
has reaffirmed Its commitments to 
Pakistan and Iran and increased its 
naval forces in the Indian Ocean 
and the Persian Gulf. 

The president said it was very im- 
portant for the world to realize the 
seriousness of the threat posed by 
what he called the Soviet invasion 
of Afghanistan. 

His mo\’e in Informing U.S. Olym- 
pic officials that he was against 
American participation in the 
Moscow games follows other 
measures to counter the Soviet In- 
tervention in Afghanistan, in- 
cluding an embargo on sales of 17 
million tons of grain to the Soviet 
Union. 

In Dublin, Lord Killanln, presi- 
dent of the International Olympic 
Committee, yesterday appealed to 
Carter not to use the Games as a 
political tool, and said that an 
American boycott would prove 
"disastrous" to sport throughout 
the world. 

Killanln said that the IOC had no 
intention of moving the Olympics 
from Moscow, a move which was 
"legally and technically im- 
possible.” 

In an Interview from his home in 
Dublin, Killanln Implored Carter to 
think careNW before t»klng his 
decision over a boycott, which 
"could be damaging not only to 
sportsmen In his country but to 
sportsmen throughout the world." 

“The people who would suffer are 
not the Soviet government, as has 
been suggested, but the Olympic 
movement and the athletes 
throughout the world." he said. 

Killanln made it clear that it was 
not the U.S. government that decid- 
ed whether American athletes took 
part In the games but the U.S. 
Olympic Committee, and added 
that he had been "enormously en- 
couraged" at the stand the USOC 
had token in the face of political 
pressure. 

Carter said in the Interview that 
he regarded Greece as the most ap- 
propriate site for a relocated 
summer Olympics and added that 
he had asked the U.S. Olympic

Histadrut okays plan 
for staggered strikes

TEL AVIV. — The Hbtadrut Ex- 
ecutive yesterday approved plans 
for a series of strikes in protest 
against the government's economic 
policy. They will be staggered over 
two to three months. 


A two-thirds majority approved 
Secretary-General Yeroham 
Meshel’s suggestion to fight the 
Treasury if it persists in Its refusal 
to adjust income tax brackets four 
times a year. Without the adjust- 
ment. a third of the compensation 
for the price rises will go to the 
government In income tax, Meahel 
explained. 

He added that it was in- 
conceivable for the Histadrut to 
agree that National Insurance child 


allowances he reduced. 

Meanwhile, Histadrut leaders 
persuaded 12 powerful works com- 
mittees to postpone a 24-hour war- 
ning strike, originally scheduled for 
Wednesday. The strike would have 
paralysed air traffic, the ports, the 
Dead Sea plants and radio broad- 
casts. 

Yisrael Ressar, chairman of the 
Histadrut Trade Union Depart- 
ment, last night convinced the 
works committees to postpone the 
strike, to coordinate their action. 
The Histadrut leader told The 
Jerusalem Poet his department will 
meet tomorrow to discuss what 
measures to take. 

Eli Ben-Menahem. speaking for 
the works committees, said the 
strike had been postponed "for a 
few days... not months." 


Between 40,000 and 50,000 
unemployed in Israel today

TEL AVIV. — Between 40,000 and 
50,000 people are unemployed in 
Israel now. Labour and Social Af- 
fairs Minister Israel Katz told The 
Jerusalem Post last night. 

But he maintained that this did 
sot reflect a significant increase in 
the number of jobless. There have 
always been 30,000 to 35,000, or even 
40,000, job seekers, he said. 

David Katz, director of the 
ministry's manpower authority, ex- 
plained that the job seekers include 
new immigrants, those just enter- 
ing the labour market and people 
between jobs. 


Tamir says U.S. opposes 
W. Bank Palestinian state

The U.S. and Israel agree today 
on their opposition to the idea of a 
Palestinian Arab state. Justice 
Minister Shmuel Tamir told the 
cabinet yesterday. 

Tamir was reporting at yester- 
day's cabinet session on Ms visit to 
the U.S. and Ms talks with U.S. 
Secretary of State Gyrus Vance and 
several top administration of- 
ficials. He returned on Saturday 
night. 

Tamir said the U.S. holds that the 
autonomy proposals will help 
cushion Israel and the U.S. alike 
against pressures to establish a 
Palestinian state. He said he got the 
impression that U.S. leaders took a 
positive view of Israel’s initiative in 
submitting a model for the powers 
and authority of the autonomy — 
without discovering whether 
Washington approved or disap- 
proved, of., the sabstance of the 
Israeli tproposal. ■ •• 

Tamir said U.S. officials led him 
to believe that Middle East 
negotiator Sol Linowitz would help 
bring about a breakthrough in the 


autonomy talks deadlock, when he 
attends the next session of the 
plenary committee of ministers on 
autonomy, at the end of this month. 

He said U.S. officials told him the 
common Interests of the U.S., 
Israel and Egypt could be advanced 
if Israel made positive use of the 
more than five years it has at its 
disposal, before negotiations 
resolve the final destiny of Judea, 
Samaria and the Gaza Strip. 
(Under the Camp David agree- 
ment, the five years of ad- 
ministrative autonomy are only an 
interim arrangement.) 

While the U.8. would exert its in- 
fluence to guide decisions in a 
positive direction, Tamir believed 
there was no room for U.S. pressure 
on Israel, and certainly not crude 
pressure. This year, in any case. Is 
an election year in America, he 
noted. 

The justice minister said he got 
the impression that the Issue of 
autonomy for the Palestinians was 
far from being acehEril Issue fii'the- 
U.S. this' year: Rlihd ‘Seen displac- 
ed by the events in Iran and, even 
more so, by the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan, he said.

(Opn Un»* d from page 1) 
the entire Land ot Israel and 
believe that the ingathering of the 
lost tribes will precipitate the ad- 
vent of the Messiah. 

By birth a Shinto and the son of a 
Japanese general killed in action in 
World War n, O’Hara grew up in 
the Ryuku island of Okinawa and 
claims he "saw the light" as a 
teenager. Be explained, "I fell 
severely ill with tuberculosis and 
pleurisy. A Christian friend came to 
visit, bringing a copy of the Bible. I 
was enthralled. But on the verge of 
converting to Christianity, it dawn- 
ed on me that God had promised 
everything to the Jews and they 
were his chosen." He said that 
farther study persuaded him that 
the Christians had persecuted the 
Jews continuously over the past 2,- 
000 years. 

In attempting to substantiate his 
feeling that he was of the lost tribes, 
he came to note the similarities 
between Okinawan, a dialect of 
Japanese, and Hebrew: In 
Okinawan “haru" means mountain 
(har in Hebrew) and oAi means my 


brother (as it does in Hebrew). 

O’Hara added that the Japanese 
"Mikado," meaning emperor, 
derives from the Hebrew mirGad, 
or "from (the tribe of) Gad." He 
maintains that this stems from the 
Japanese origins in the lost tribes 
(of which Gad was one). 

He also says that "samurai," 
meaning knight or wa rrior, derives 
from "Samaria" — "so I, a 
samurai, am simply returning to 
my origins," he says. 

O’Hara is currently studying 
Hebrew and regularly attends the 
settlers' prayer sessions In the syn- 
agogue. "Of course, he recites in a 
strong Japanese accent," adds 
Simon, while O’Hara’s face beams 
and then dissolves in a giggle. 

O’Hara Is arranging for Simon to 
make a lecture tour of Japan and 
some Pacific islands In October. 
"Of course, I can't proselytize, but I 
can explain about Israel, Judaism 
and West Bank settlement,” says 
Simon.. O’Hara does not know if 
others of his sect will follow him to 
Samaria. "But Z hope so," he says.

Informer says he’s target 
of underworld revenge

TEL AVTV. — # Police i ntormer 
Solomon Masrawi, whose car was 
set on fire on Saturday night, 
believes that the underworld was 
punishing him for helping police 
: catch four suspects in the murder of 
prostitute Jacqueline Mardanor- - 

Masrawi told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that he was stunned by 
the burning olbls car, which he had 
bought two weeks ago. But he vow- 
ed that he would not stop helping 
the police "eliminate crime from 
Jaffa's streets," despite his cer- 
tainty that attempts to hurt him and 
members of his family would con- 
tinue. 

Masrawi, who prefers to call 
himself "a law-abiding citizen," 
has been known as an Informer for 
the past few years. Several 
attempts have been made on his 
life. Including shooting and 
attempts to run him down with a 
car. 

Three years ago unknown persons 
poured petrol into Masrawi's 
parents* flat on Jaffa's notorious 
Rehov Shis him and set the flat on 
fire. His nine-year-old brother was 
badly burnt and his face was 
scarred. 

An official source In the Tel Aviv 
police refused yesterday to confirm 
whether it was Masrawi who 
provided the information which led 
to the capture of four suspects in 
the murder of the 29-year-old Jaffa 


prostitute last week. Marciano’s 
body was found near Bloomfield 
Stadium. Her neck was cut and she 
had been stabbed in the back four 
times with a knife. 

The four murder suspects yester- 
day were brought to Tel Aviv 
Magistrates Court, where police 
asked to hold them for^lfi days for 
questioning. Police told the court 
that Mohammed Sarur, 88, of Jaffa 
was known for his "business" ties 
with the murdered woman. Police 
said they caught him at home, 
washing a blood-drenched shirt 

Police added that Marciano had 
recently fallen out with Safur, and 
said it was known among local 
prostitutes that she refused to work 
permanently for him because she 
had another pimp. 

All Abu Isa was presented by the 
police as Marciano's procurer. 
Police asked that he he detained tor 
questioning because of information 
Indicating that Isa, too, had bad a 
falling-out lately with Marciano. 

The judge ordered the two 
demanded in custody for 12 days. 
Also ordered remanded for five 
days were suspects Darwish Yatim 
and Sh&lgaro Mehazan, both Jaffa 
residents, while police check their 
alibis for the time of the murder.

Is to be 
transferred late next month to a 
Siberian labour camp for 11 years. 
Avitai said yesterday that while she 
has heard that her husband is bear- 
ing up "spiritually, physically he is 
deteriorating." Reports from 
Moscow have said his eyesight is 
foiling and he has lost a lot of 
weight. 

Shcharansky’s mother, who was 
to have met with her son before he 
goes to the work camp, has been 
denied access to Anatoly. 

Avltri Shcharansky was in the 
U.S. for the publication of her book 
about the plight of her husband, and 
her struggle for his release. "Next 
Tear in Jerusalem,” she said, is 
already on bookshelves in the U.S. 
and is soon to be published in 
French and Hebrew. 


Asked about international 
pressure to boycott or move the 
scheduled Moscow Olympics 
Shcharansky said that Soviet Jews 
and dissidents in Moscow have sent 
word to the West that they fear the 
Soviets would use their success as 
Olympics hosts as an internal 
propaganda tool to resume repres 
slon. 

She indicated there was hope the 
Kremlin would release Jailed 
Prisoners of 21on as part of 
Moscow ploy to appear liberal for 
Western television cameras in time 
for the Olympics, 

"But now we are worried that If 
they aren’t released by the time of 
the Olympics, they may never get 
out," she arid at the rally in front of 
Jerusalem’s Hamaahbir Lazarchan 
department store. 

She said that she wasn’t disap- 
pointed with the small turnout that 
gathered to wish her and her hus- 
band well. *T know that there are 
problems ’In Israel and that people, 
in their hearts, want the Prisoners 
of Zion freed. But they just haven’t 
got the time to come," she said.

Gov’t wants cheap worker loans taxed

Workers who received loans from 
their employers at advantageous 
terms several years ago may now 
And themselves paying, in effect. 
Interest on the outstanding sums 
higher than market rates at the 
time the loans were granted. 

In a move to crack down on what 
it sees as tax-free Income In the 
form of cheap loans by employers, 
the Treasury has proposed taxing 
Interest differentials (the 
difference between the interest 
charged and the market rate). It 
asked the Knesset Finance Com- 
mittee yesterday to approve the 
necessary legislation, and la trying 
to have it apply not only to future 
loans, but to- the outstanding 
balance on past ones. 

Under the Treasury’s proposal, 
recipients of loans up to ILQO.OOO 
will pay tax on “income'' derived 


from the diff er e nc e between the in- 
terest they are paying and 48 per 
cent. Far loans of up to IL1 00,000. 
the "market rate" will be set at 60 
per cent, and over HJ00.000, 72 per 
cent. 

If the Treasury succeeds in 
applying the new policy retroac- 
tively, a worker who received a 
loan several years ago at 10-20 per 
cent interest, when hank loans were 
available at approximately 83 per 
cent interest, would pay tax com- 
puted according to an even higher 
figure on all of the unreturned 
balance. 

Of IL3b. in loans granted by 
employers last year,, as much as 
ILlm. were given by the state to its 
employees. These state loans as 
well, whether direct or indirect — 
for example, through Bank Yahav, 
which serves government workers 
— were tax-free, just like those 
given by the private sector. 


‘Teaching — the perfect framework to 
serve in the army and be religious’

Observant women soldiers who 
teach in development towns snd 
army bases. asserted yesterday that 
religious girls can serve In the 
Israel Defence Forces without com- 
promising their faith or principles. 

“I found this a perfect framework 
for me to serve In the army and also 
to be religious,” said Idit, a 19-year- 
old soldier-teacher In Klryat 
Shmona. who was one of 180 such 
girls to be Invited to Belt Hanaasl. 
T teach basic Judaism to women 
from traditional homes who 
married young but had no Idea 
about the source of the com- 
mandments. Now they can explain 
these things to their own children." 

"My aim was to save the world," 
said Varda, a soldier-teacher from 
Aehdod. “If 1 can help one kid In my 
two years of service, then I've sav- 
ed a world,” 

In addition to teaching mothers, 
the soldiers tutor children) take the 
families on excursions, offer advice 


in organizing the household and 
organize parties in' honour of 
Jewish holidays. 

Having graduated from high 
school and taken special courses 
after their basic training, the 
soldier-teachers also hold classes 
for soldiers and work with 
youngsters In community centres. 

The girls hinted at family and 
social pressures to apply for ex- 
emption from the army, as allowed 
by law, or to do national service in 
hospitals or schools for a year. All 
who spoke said that If the soldier- 
teacher scheme had not been 
offered, they probably would not be 
In the army.. 

At a reception attended by his 
wife Ofira, Education Ministry 
Director-General Ellezer Shmuell 
and mothers who are helped, Presi- 
dent Yitzhak Navon said he was es- 
pecially happy to meet young 
women who preserve their way of 
life while at the same time serving 
In the army. 


National debt rose to $14.393b. in 1979

Too young but not too small to drive a bus

HAIFA. — Egged'z accident in- 
surance department anticipates a 
spate of damage claims from last 
week’s stolen bus spree by a 14- 
year-old boy who. according to 
police, “could make an excellent 
bus driver when he grows up." 

The adventure by the youngster, 
who despite hla small size was able 
to reach the pedals of the bus snd 
drive the vehicle, resulted in 
damage estimated at several hun- 
dred thousand pounds. The boy- 
driven bus hit and damaged 12 
parked ears and a Payla lottery 
kiosk before crashing Into the wall 
of the Rehov KanevTim post office. 

The Impact of the last collision 
knocked the boy unconscious and he 
was hospitalized for several days. 
However, he has since been sent to 
his Petah Tikva home. His parents. 


who have nine children, are In no 
financial condition to answer the 
damage claims. 

Police spokesman Inspector Ady 
Gonen told The Jerusalem Poet that 
the boy attends school in Ashdod, 
and during his frequent trips 
between home and school “watched 
the drivers and accumulated a lot 
of theoretical driving knowledge.” 

On the Sunday of his lint driving 
test, the police said that the boy 
skipped school, first going to watch 
the planes land at Ben-Gurlon Air- 
port and then journeying to Haifa. 
He was downtown in Allenby Road 
when a sudden shower prompted 
him to take shelter in sparked Egg- 
ed bus — hla commuting experience 
had taught him how to open a bus 
from the outside. 

After a few minutes inside the 
empty bus. police arid, the boy 
“tried out" the headlights and then 


the motor, switching it on and off. 
He then tried the gears and finally • 
he was on hla way. 

Contrary to initial reports that he 
had made a short trip only in the : 
Had at district, the young driver act-' 
tually took the bus from downtown 
to Hadar without mishap, stopping 
as required at traffic lights. It was 
when he reached Hadar's 
Shinary ahu Levin Street that he 
proved over-confident of his skills, 
He tried to drive up narrow Rehov 
YoiTa, which is riways crowded' 
with parked cars and Is avoided by 
the most experienced bus drivers/ . 
To get Into the narrow road, he' 
reversed the bus. and It was them 
that he started hitting cars and the' 
kiosk. He hit more cars In Rehov;. 
Yona Itself. He evidently lost all* 
control when scared by a passing! 
police patrol car. Its light flashing,: 
and drove the bus Into the post of- ■ 
flee wall. ' 


Survey: Abortion often used as birth control

TEL AVIV. — Only 38.8 per cent of 
the women who applied to Kupat 
Ho 11m for abortions to 2878 sold 
they practised birth control, accor- 
ding to a survey Just published by 
Prof. Amnon David, head of the 
sick fund's fertility and sterility 
clinic, and Dr. Aviva Ron, head ot 
Kupat Holim's department for the 
development of medical services. 

In 1978. 7,034 women. 17.6 percent 
ot whom were not married, applied 
for abortions. Some 6.888 coses 
were approved. 

The survey shows that the ma- 
jority of the women who applied 
used preventive meaeures 
sporadically or not at all. More than 
36 per cent of all the women never 
used birth control measures. The 
majority of those women claimed 
they had little or no knowledge 
about preventing pregnancy. 

A survey of the educational level 
of all the women showed that 28.4 
per cent had up to eight years of 


schooling. S2.8 per cent had receiv- 
ed secondary education, and 19.1 
per cent had received a university 
education. Thus, Prof. David rules 
out the assumption that most of the 
women come from the lower social 
strata. 

Most of the women applying for 
abortions were either "quite 
young” or middle aged. Some of 
them had undergone abortions two 
or three times in the past, and In 
some cases four or more times, in- 
dicating that they used abortion as 
a method of birth control, accor- 
ding to the report. 

“There can be no doubt." Prof. 
David states, “that the number of 
abortions to Israel would drop con- 
siderably if the women had receiv- 
ed a proper education in preventive 
measures.” 

In another survey, done last year 
among high school students. Prof. 
David said he found that 74 per cent 
of the girls said they believed “fall- 


ing to love” was the only reason 
that a girl should have sexual 
relations. 

However, 15 per cent said the 
reason for sexual relations was 
“sexual drive” unrelated to “love.” 
The other girls gave a variety of 
reasons, or did not answer/ 

As for boys, he said, about half, 
reported that "love” was the only 
reason for having sexual relations, 
while 31 per cent listed “sexual 
drive.” The otheFTeosone were not 
reported. 

The survey also Indicated that 
most of the students were hungry; 
for Information about sex. The' 
knowledge they had came from 
books, friends or their parents, and 
rarely from movies or from the 
mass media, the study found. 

Prof. David said he believes that 
the schools ore the proper place to 
teach about sex and that teachers - 
should be specially trained to sex 
education. 


400 would lose jobs in 
plan to save Shaare Zedek

Four hundred employees of the 
new Shaare Zedek Medical Centre, 
including nurses and some doctors, 
are to be dismissed as part of a 
proposal the hospital’s manage- 
ment Is to put forward to govern- 
ment representatives this after- 
noon as a solution to the 
organization's current financial 
crisis. 

The Finance Ministry has 
promised emergency financing for 
the current fiscal year if the 
hospital can guarantee that It will 
be able to run itself next year. This 
depends on the Health Ministry ap- 
proving 432 beds for the new 854m. 
complex, which at present is only 
licensed tor 282 beds. i 

The hospital's proposal involves a 
loan of ILi60m. and a temporary 
moratorium on a ILlOOm. debt 
owed to the income tax authorities 
and the National Insurance 
Institute. The hospital also wants 
the ratio of 1.65 staff positions per 
bed enlarged to include services 
which Shaare Zedek, unlike govern- 
ment hospitals, does not receive 
from the ministry. These include 


purchasing, computer and financial 
management and public relations 
and fund-raising activities. 

The overseas board of directors 
has now also undertaken to fund the 
special religious services offered to 
patients at the hospital. 

•Yesterday, the Israel Electric 
Corporation delayed shutting off 
the power supply to the medical 
complex despite Its warning late 
last week that it would do so yester- 
day because of an unpaid IL2m. 
debt. 

JUDY SIEGEL adds: 

After a delegation of ad- 
ministrators and doctors from 
Shaare Zedek asked on Friday for 
his personal intervention In the 
hospital crisis. President- Yitzhak 
Navon called Finance "Mtofster 
Ylgael Hurvitz and Health Minister 
Ellezer Shostak to ask that they 
prevent the hospital’s threatened 
closing. • 

Navon explained later that he hod 
decided to intervene because a 
sudden closing of Shaare Zedek. 
which has been supported by many 
Jewish and non- Jewish donors 
abroad, would be very damaging to 
Israel. 


Special medals set for Hashomer, Nil!

Irgun Zvai Leumi, Jewish 
Brigade and other World War n 
units. 


Reservists stray 
to Egyptian Sinai

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Rhodesian guerrillas 


want rivals curbed 


SALISBURY. — British Governor 
■Lord So am on was criticised yester- 
day by black Rhodesian parties 
demanding tougher actios against 
rival armed groups in the country's 
remote bushlands. 

• Outgoing Premier Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa and his UNAC (United 
National African Council) threaten- 
ed to withdraw from the three- 
week-old cease-fire agreement un- 
less the governor curbed the ac- 
tivities of rebel Patriotic Front 
guerrillas. 

The bishop's opponent, the Rev. 
Ndabaidngi Sithole threatened to 
pull his ZANU (Zimbabwe African 
National Union) out of next month's 
-pre-Independence elections unless 
the governor “froze" the activities 
of black auxiliary troops loyal to 
the outgoing prime minister. 

Returning in triumph to his tribal 
stronghold in Bulawayo, black 
guerrilla leader Joshua Nkomo 
made an Impassioned appeal tor 
reconciliation yesterday before 
130,000 supporters at a rally marred 
by violence. 


Supporters beat up four black 
policemen who mingled with the 
crowds and one civilian caught 
carrying a pocket knife. One of the 
policemen's face gushed with blood 
from blows and kicks and the 
civilian had an ear sliced off. 


The incidents, which occurred 
before Nkomo's arrival, triggered a 
police warning read over the public 
address system, threatening to 
cancel the rally If further “mob 
violence" erupted. 

Nkomo officials claimed the 
crowd attacked the policemen, who 
were dressed in civilian clothes, 
because they entered the grounds 
-with weapons and were suspected 
of being assas s i n s. 

The 62-year-old black leader call- 
ed for immediate action aimed at 
Incorporating the two guerrilla ar- 
mies in the Patriotic Front with 
Rhodesia's regular forces. He said 
the nucleus for this new army 
should be completed before in- 
dependence elections were held at 
the end of February. 


FLO ‘neutral’ to Afghanistan invasion 


BEIRUT (AP). — The Palestine 
Liberation Organization and Syria 
are neutral toward the Soviet 
military intervention in 
Afghanistan, the PLO's political 
bureau chief was quoted yesterday 
as declaring. 
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“We are trying to adopt a position 
of positive neutrality," F&rcuk 
K&ddouml told the Beirut English- 
language magazine "Monday Mor- 
ning" in an interview. "We are in 
principle opposed to the interven- 
tion... our position and Syria's are 
the same." 

At least two terrorist groups — 
the Popular Front for the Elbera- 
cion of Palestine and the 
Democratic Front foie the Libera- 
tion of Palestine — have defended 
the Soviet action in Afghanistan. 

Observers believe the neutral 
position taken by the PLO's 
leadership was prompted by chair- 
man Yaaser Arafat's strong bonds 
with Saudi Arabia, which Is leading 
a pan-Arab drive against the Soviet 
invasion of Afghanistan. 


Murillo painting 
nothing but a fake 


VATICAN CITY (Reuter). — A 
painting admired for over 100 years 
as one of the great masterpieces of 
Murillo, the ITth century Spanish 
painter, is a fake, Vatican museum 
officials said yesterday. 

Tkfe painting, the "Mystic Wed- 
ding of Saint Catherine," was given 
to Pope Plus IX by Queen Christina 
of Spain In the mld-19th century. 

For over 100 years it hung in the 
Vatican museum. After It was 
removed for cleaning in 1 B 8 B doubts 
about Its authenticity appeared. 

It has since been kept in the 
museum's storeroom. Experts 
recently completed a new series of 
tests which established that the 
painting had been faked by an 18 th 
century artist, the officials said. 


Philippine air force 
attack Moslem rebels 


COTABATO CITY, Philippines 
(AP). — Philippine military air- 
craft early Saturday attacked a 
rural area of Cotabato City long 
known as a sanctuary of Moslem- 
led insurgents, witnesses said. 

It was the nearest such action to 
Cotabato City in almost five years 
and followed by 2K days a grenade 
explosion at a downtown Cotabato 
political rally that killed a 14-year- 
old waitress and wounded 26 other 
persons.

Tokyo police comb offices 
of two held as Soviet spies 


TOKYO (Reuter). — Police 
descended on the headquarters of 
Japan's Defence Agency yesterday 
to search the offices of two men 
arrested on suspicion of spying for 
the Soviet Union. A retired army 
general la also under arrest in the 
case. 

Informed sources said the alleged 
spy ring was uncovered in the U.S. 
Stanislav Levitchenko, a Soviet 
journalist who had worked In 
Japan, was granted political 
asylum in the U.S. last October. His 
Interrogation led to last Friday’s 
arrests in Tokyo, the sources said. 

Police said on Saturday that the 
secrets betrayed to Moscow were 
largely about China’s military 
situation. Sources said they could 
also have included information 
about U.S. arms and troop 
deployments in South Korea and 
details of how Japan watches Soviet 
military movements. 

Prime Minister Masayoshi Ohira 


returned home from Australia 
yesterday to face a political storm 
over the spy case and to assess the 
impact on relations with the U.S., 
China and the Soviet Union. 

The Soviet embassy’s military at- 
tache, Yuri Kozlov, has been nam- 
ed by police as the agent involved in 
the spy ring. He and his wife left for 
Moscow on Saturday, and the 
Soviet embassy rejected a formal 
request that he submit voluntarily 
to police questioning. 

The arrested men are retired 
Maj. Gen. YukihJsa Mlyanaga, 58, 
and two of his former subordinates. 
Lieutenant Elichl Kashii, and 
Warrant Officer Tsunetoshi 
Oshlxna. 

Police said they found code 
books, radio transmitters and 
transmission logs at Miyanaga's 
home. Police sources said he had 
confessed to obtaining secret Infor- 
mation from subordinates and 
passing it to Kozlov. 


4 killed as bomb blasts Basque cafe 


BARACALDO. Spain (UPI). — A 
powerful bomb dumped in a supply 
crate ripped through a crowded 
Basque bar popular with civil 
guards early yesterday, blowing 
four people to pieces and wounding 
19 others, police said. 

Two of the wounded were 
reported in "very grave” condition. 
Four others were hospitalized in 
less serious condition. 

The remainder of the wounded 
were treated for their injuries and 
sent home. 

It was not immediately clear who 
was responsible for the bloody blast 
in Baracaldo, a suburb of the 
provincial capital of Bilbao where 
the. separatist guerrillas of ETA 


for undercutting Basque In- 
dependence. and the right for en- 
dangering Spanish unity. 

The owner of the cafe, hla wife 
and daughter all were among the 
injured. Police said they were 
known as supporters of the Basque 
Nationalist Party — a middle-of- 
the-road party that last week walk- 
ed .out of the Madrid parliament, 
accusing the government of having 
no will to flesh out the Basques' 
fledgling autonomy. 

The force of the explosion caused 
serious damage to the building 
housing the Aldana Bar and 
destroyed three cars parked in the 
vicinity.

India’s role to 


prevent hot war* 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). — Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi told her 
own Congress (I) Party legislators 
at a meeting yesterday that Lidia's 
efforts on tbe Afghan situation 
should be to see that the cold war 
between the super-powers does not 
become a hot war. 

"Our efforts should be not to 
make statements, but to see the 
situation is cooled down and tension 
reduced," she said.

Former deputy premier Jagjivan 
Ram was re-elected leader of the 
Janata Party on Saturday. 

But neither Singh nor Ram can 
become opposition leader in Parlia- 
ment without support from other 
parties. 

To quality for the title, and the 
ministerial privileges attendant on 
It, support of at least 10 per cent of 
the members in the 544-eeat Lok 
Sabha (Lower House) of Parlia- 
ment Is needed. 


Japan baps ex-Beatle 
MdG&rfhey's songs 


TOKYO (AP). — Nippon Broad- 
casting Corp„- Japan's government- 
owned TV and radio network, said 
yesterday it has decided not to 
broadcast any songs by the British 
rock group Wings “for the time 
being" in light of the arrest of the 
group's leader, ex-Beatle Paul 
McCartney, on suspicion of drug 
possession. A spokesman said the 
ban also includes Beatles songs 
composed and arranged by 
McCartney. 

The 87-year-old rock star was 
arrested last Wednesday evening at 
Tokyo's new international airport 
in Narita.

fish in Algerian waters

ALGIERS. — Moslem religious fun- 
damentalism which recently sur- 
faced In a number of Arab states — 
including Saudi Arabia, Syria and 
Egypt — has started lapping at 
Antb countries in North Africa, 
mainly Algeria, according to “The 
Washington Post." 

The newspaper said that the 
Algerian government has been 
shaken by riots led by Moslem fun- 
damentalists in three cities In 
eastern Algeria. 

The riots were reported to have 
been championed by the Moslem 
Brotherhood, which has been blam- 
ed for a wave of assassinations in 
Syria and an outbreak of anti-Soviet 
and anti-Israel demonstrations in 
Egypt over the weekend. Hie ultra- 
orthodox movement was also im- 
plicitly Iftiked to the November 20 
attack on Mecca's Grand Mosque, 
which was aimed at overthrowing 
the Saudi monarchy. 

Without referring to the rioting In 
his country, Algerian President 
Benjedid Chadll last week made an 
unusually sharp speech warning 
"those who fish In troubled waters” 
that "It would be a serious error to 
mistake tolerance for weakness" 
on the part of the government. 

The Tunisian government has 
also cracked down In recent weeks 
against a strong fundamentalist 
movement that openly expresses its 
admiration for the Iranian Islamic 
revolution and its distaste far the 
Western-style regime of President 
Habib Bourguiba. 

The reports from eastern Algeria 
all agree that the riots took place In 
the middle of last week in the towns 
of Biskra, Batna and El-Oued. The 
participants reportedly sacked 
hotels, safes and restaurants where 
alcohol is served — a violation of 
Islamic religious precepts. 

Chadll spoke last week of tbe 
work of “foreign hands." A well- 
informed Algerian said this 
referred to neighbouring Libya, 


whose leader, Col. Muammar Gad- 
dafi, combines his Arab socialism 
with far more Islamic fervour ‘than 
the Algerian .leadership has 
traditionally displayed. But others 
saw this as also being a reference to 
Marxist elements In the troubled 
Arable-language sections of the 
University of Algiers. 

The Arabic students represent 
about a quarter of the university 
student body of 70,000 students. 
They tend to be of lower socio- 
economic. origins than the French- 
language students. 

Arabic speakers have been open- 
ly discriminated against in the up- 
per reaches of Algerian society. 
There are many stories circulated 
of professors and high officials who 
threw away or rlp-up reports or stu- 
dent papers submitted In Arabic. 
Those who cannot work in French 
are seriously disadvantaged In 
seeking better-paid and higher- 
ranking positions. ■ * .

Carmela Saghy, firm In associa- 
tion with the others, was at her best 
In the strong, clear Intonation of the 
Mozart, much more so than in the 
Tartirrl. where her bowing was 
rather heavy and had less singing 
quality.

THIS concert proved that we win 
not be short of good flautists In the 
future. Indeed, nine were already 
almost there — or rather 10 , -for 
Boris Manlkashvlli unexpectedly 
contributed a solo (with Raanan 
Eylon, piano). 

The largest number playing 
together was In Eylon’s own "Piece 
for Seven," which brought the 
programme to a fine end. This little 
work was inventive, exploratory of 
flute range and texture, giving the 
players scope singly and together. 
Another composer, himself one of 
the players, Peter Kesaler, in a 
brief quartet and briefer trio, show- 
ed nice feeling for lyrical flute 
qualities. 

Obviously, some works were 
"arrangements," for it Is not easy 
to find music exactly set for five, 
four or even three flutes, but all 
suited the Instruments comfortably 
and ably. Those works which were 
either conducted by Eylon or ac* 

- com partied by him, were, not sur- 
prisingly, the brightest in impulse. 
But the playing throughout was 
remarkably projective — though 
not always varied enough with 
period or style. 

Nathaniel Dett’s "Juba," for ex- 
ample, seemed to lose beat for a 
time somewhere in the middle. Par- 
ticularly engaging were 'Bartok's 
f 'Pieces for Children" and Philippe 
Gaubcrt's "Divertissement." 

It was surely Raanan Eylon’s oc- 
casion, for all the players were his 
pupils and there was nothing 
amateurish about them, except the 
shy way they left the applause 
almost unacknowledged and the 
way one of the players tapped her 
foot. Eylon himself could also have 
shown more confidence in taking his 
bow— the sort of confidence he dis- 
played in performance. His gifts as 
teacher and performer were patent, 
and more of his own playing would 
have been welcome and ap- 
propriate. 

So many people had to be turned 
a way that there was talk of holding 
a second session. 


FRENCH JEWRY is astir with a 
debate about whether or not anti- 
Semitiim is on the rise. Most of the 
people one speaks to are certain 
that there is a danger ef a new anti- 
Semitic wave. 

This fear among France's nearly 
700,000-strong community feeds 
partly on the recent emergence of a 
New Right, called "Force 
Nouvelle” (New Force) and partly 
on a recent crop of books and 
magazine articles upholding racist 
creeds. Xt la nurtured, too, by 
sporadic vandalism against Jewish 
property, and one near-fatal terror 
blast. And It takes uneasy note of 
the rash of anti-Semitic wall 
slogans, from time to time, In the 
streets and the Metro. 

Radat writings that appeared 
this year would not have bean 
published 10 or 20 years ago. Anti- 
Semitic article*, such as the 
weekend "Figaro Magazine" likes 
to run, do not Jar on many readers 
who were not yet bora when the 
liberation of France halted the 
deportation of Its Jews In 1944. 

This year's bomb attack on the 
Jewish student restaurant. Foyer 
Mediels. which left three aeriouriy 
injured, has never been cleared up 
by the police. Some Jews believe 
that the New Force was behind it. 
other* say PLO sympathiser*. SHU 
others believe that the New Right 
and the PLO cooperated, and main- 
tain frequent contact. 

The mood of nagging worry, for 
some. Is such that they see the 
racist hand even where it does not 
exist. A fire at the Drancy syn- 
agogue In Paris was proven to be an 
accident', caused by an electrical 
short-circuit. Yet it is still popular- 
ly believed to have been arson by 
anti-Semites. 

According to a Jewish journalist 
who follows community affairs, 
almost once a month there are In- 
cidents of vandalism at Jewish

Cemeteries, slogan-daubing or 
window-breaking at some Jewish 
Institution or business. At the end of 
November, he told me, a syn- 
agogue In Strasbourg was fire- 
bombed. 

In years, the police have 
reportedly solved only one case, fin- 
ding that damage to gravestones in 
a certain cemetery was caused by 
youngsters playing there. 

The community agrees that acta 
of sporadic hostility already exist. 
What It la arguing!* whether or not 
these will grow until they become a 
physical threat. 

JEAN DANIEL, the controversial 
Jewish editor of the left-wing week- 
ly "Nouvel Oburvateur," call* the 
fear of an anti-Semitic wave "a 
lugubrious obsession." He dislikes 
Jewish militancy, perhaps, and he 
aays the anxiety la inexplicable. In 
a cloudy, possibly deliberately am- 
biguous way, Daniel says the 
malaise is rooted In the manner in 
which French Jews live out their 
relationship with Israel. 

It Is easy to criticize Daniel for 
bending over backwards as some 
Jewish militants do. However, I 
found one prominent non-Jewlsh 
supporter of Israel, Perpignan 
Mayor Paul Alduy , a member of the 
National Assembly, who Mid most 


Frenchmen feel the New Force la 
insignificant. If they know much 
about it at ail, 

Alduy, vice-president of the 
France -Israel friendship group in 
the Assembly, says: "Anti-Semitic 
phenomena are best Ignored, and 
sot even discussed, because they 
are so marginal." 

He aays this even though his UDF 
(French Democratic Union) 
colleague, the former Cabinet 
minister Simone Weill, a death- 
camp survivor and a proud Jewess, 

had led a well-publicized proton 
rally against anti-Semitism and 
racism just a few weeks earlier. 

A BODY increasingly involved in 
reactions to anti-Semitic 
phenomena is LICRA, the Inter- 
national League against Racism 
and anU-Semltisra. Originally call- 
ed LICA, and founded to fight anti- 
Semitism only, it was broadened to 
seek wider support, and racism was 
added aa a second target. LICRA 
embraces Jews and non-Jews. 

A new body now bring organized 
In the Jewish community la 
"Renouveau Julf" (Jewish 
Renewal). It's the brainchild of Avl 
Primor, sent this year from 
Jerusalem to head the Jewish 
Agency office In Paris. Primor Is a 
former Foreign Ministry 


spokesman. When Dayan became 
minister he gave Primor the boot, 
to settle several old scores. 

Jewish Renewal la a non-political 
movement, sponsored by the World 
Zionist Orga n ization but catering 
for a general Interest in all Jewish 
Issues. The Zionist political parties 
fiercely opposed its establishment 
and they still try and sabotage its 
work In France. It does not preach 
allya, but It does not preclude allya 
either. According to Primor, the 
battle against anti-Semitism in 
France and the Diaspora generally, 
la one of Jewish Renewal's prin- 
cipal concerns, and It also wonts to 
tackle the problem of assimilation. 

Primor told me the traditional 
Zionist political parties in France, 
run mostly by Ashkenazi oldsters, 
boost presidiums but few members, 
and conduct no real programmes. 
These oldsters do not appeal to the 
average Frenoh Jewish adult. 
Jewish Renewal would give the 
effervescent Sephardi element In 
the community a larger and more 
satisfying role In communal activi- 
ty, he believes. 

THE FRENCH exit from North 
Africa boosted the Sephardi ele- 
ment tremendously. If Eastern 
European Immigrants to France 


had to wait two generations to 
assimilate. North African Jews 
were able to assimilate In the first 
generation. They came carrying 
the language and the life-style, and 
often live among repatriate plwfo- 
wrfn* (lit. black-feet), as the French 
colonists were called. The Jews out- 
wardly resemble the other 
repatriate* in many ways, 

The North Africans have doubled 
the Jewish numbers and brought 
new life to the community. To give 
Just one example: Paris and its en- 
viron* have 09 kosher butchers' to- 
day. in 1990 there were only five. - 

Synagogues, schools and com- 
munity centres have sprung up, too. 
Medieval synagogues In the Souths 
long closed aa historic sites, have 
been reopened. 

THE ULTRA-ORTHODOX faction' 
baa grown stranger, too. A multi-, 
million dollar Rothschild founds-, 
tion, managed by the FSJU (e- 
quivalent to a Jewish national- 
welfare board), has sponsored 
more than one school, I learned, 
where Israel's Independence Day la 
never celebrated, nor even men- 
tioned. So far, the Jewish Agency: 
has been powerless to intervene. 

A curious, more trivial sidelight 
of the trend towards greater- 
orthodoxy caused by the new- 
arrivals came from a relative -in' 
Paris. Of East European stock but 
born In France, she haa had a seat - 
at the prestigious Rue de la Vlctoire 
synagogue for more than four 
decodes. 

"We always had an organ there, . 
playing on Shabbat and holidays. 
Now these newcomers have - 
stopped It. Why cant they set up ; 
their own skitif" she asked me - 
rhetorically. "It's true, they've fill- 
ed Rue de la Vlctoire aa It was 
never filled for years. But changing 
our time-honoured traditions shows 
disrespect. That's not done." 
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Swiss banker partly blame 
U.S. dealers for gold fever 


.HAMBURG (UPI) . — a top Swiss 
banker charges that some 
American dealers behaved “like 
the crassest amateurs" during the 
recent gold fever, thus helping to 
boost the metal's soaring price on 
world markets. 

Walter Frey, general director of 
the Influential Swiss Bank Corpora- 
tion, told the West German news 
magazine Der Spiegel he had fore- 
seen a price leap far gold, but not 
the skyrocketing surge that last 
week sent the metal through the 
¥800 an ounce barrier. 

The closure of the London and 
Zurich markets over the Christmas 
and New Year holidays may have 
contributed to price jumps of hun- 
dreds of dollars In the aftermath of 
the Soviets' Christmas move Into 
Afghanistan, Frey said. 

"Because of the holidays, we in 
Zorich were closed twice fern five 
days each time," the banker said. 
"And Com ex, the New York com- 
modity exchange, often does bad 
things, when you leave it alone. 

"Hongkong too is an extremely 
speculative place that often leans 
toward excesses." 

The closure of Swiss markets 
meant the Zurich gnomes could not 
Intervene to correct the market 
price, Frey explained. 

“When there Is an unjustified 
leap, we profit from the unrealistic 
prices and sell. That automatically 
would push prlaes down, for In- 
stance, In Hongkong." 

With prices over ¥600 an ounce, 
such price control was more dif- 
ficult, Frey added. 

The Swiss banker said the rush of 
small investors also made it dif- 
ficult for banks to buy larger 
amounts of the scarce yellow 
metal, and thus lessened the in- 
stitutions' Influence on prices. 

He rejected the notion that Arab 
and Middle-East Investors have 
taken the lead' In the current gold 


rush. And had some harsh words far 
the Americans and the Russians. 

"We are talking about the New 
York Commodity Exchange," Frey 
said. "They have behaved like the 
crassest amateurs. When we 
already foresaw a price rise, they 
saw a low and sold. 

"When they saw that they had 
made a mistake, they completely 
.changed their position and bought 
massively. That was when we saw 
the price differences of ¥100 In just 
a few days." 

The Russians, who besides South 
Africa are the world's only gold ex- 
porters, "are the most skilled gold 
dealers In the world," Frey said. 

He said the Soviets had offered no 
gold for sale “for weeks," adding 
that normally they sold when It 
suited them, but that he could not 
work out what stood behind their 
present policy. 

Frey said he foresaw a .possible 
plunge In gold prices soon, but that 
this would only prompt a new climb 
to “considerably higher prices." 

This also could be true for silver, 
whose price has leaped in a year 
from ¥6 AS an ounce to the present 
mark of around ¥40 an ounce, 

"Many, especially the 
Americans, slept through this 
development," Frey said. 
"Therefore, at the end of last year, 
there were enormous shudders In 
the price. There were fantastic 
sums of money to be made." 

The boom In sliver could shake 
world financial structures more 
than gold, Frey warned, because 
the gray metal is In short supply 
and the New York and Chicago ex- 
changes already have, traded op- 
,tiona on liO million troy ounces In 
their deposits. 

"The silver market could dry out 
quicker than the gold market, if the 
Mexican silver mines were bought 
out by some rich investors and they 
stopped delivering," Frey said. 



Funds: Damned if you did, 
damned if you didn’t in 79

Few Israeli investors managed to 
preserve the real value of .their 
savings in UTS — whether they 
chose trust funds, stocks, linked 
bonds or foreign currency.

Only two of 00 trust funds studied 
by economist Arye Marom succeed- 
ed In giving Investors a real yield in 
1979. These were Bank Leuml's 
Lahat fund, with a yield of 6.5 per 
cent, and Bank' Bamlsrahl's Idlt 
fund, which yielded 4 JO per cent. 

The average Investor lost 10.7 per 
cent of his money In real terms. The 
average fund's yield was B8.8 per 
cent, at current prices, while the 
consumer price Index rose by Ul.4 
per cent in 1979. 

The Israeli pound devalued by 
86.9 per cent compared to the 
dollar, and 94 per cent compared to 
the “basket of currencies.” 

The average stock yield was 57.2

He said the Increases In the Food 
for Peace programme, under which 
surplus food Is sent to needy 
nations, would Involve most corn 
and soybean products “to be used 
for humanitarian purposes and will_ 
use part of the grain suspended" by 
the President. 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) . — A pipeline 
to supply the ' U.S. with Mexican 
natural gas was opened last week 
and the first shipment — about 60m. 
cubic feet of gas — crossed the Rio 
Grande from Reynosa Into Hidalgo, 
Texas. 

Under an agreement signed In 
September, Mexico’s state-owned 
oil company Pemex will ship 800m. 
cubic feet of gas per day through 
the pipeline to a consortium of six 
U.S. natural gas companies at a 
price of ¥ 8,620 per thousand cubic 
feet. 

The price Is to be revised every 
three months, based on the price of 
Mexican oil as well as the price the 
U.S. pays to Import natural gas 
from other nations, such as 
Canada. 

Though Mexico has said the 
800 m: cubic feet is the most it can 
sell the U.S. at present, officials in 
Washington say they hope the 
agreement will open the door to 
bigger deals In the future. 

Last week, Pemex announced the 
discovery of a "giant" oil deposit 
believed to contain 1 . 6 b. barrels of 
crude oil and gas. under the 
southern jungle states of Chiapas 
and Tabasco. 

The field, named Iria-Glraldas, 
increased Mexico's proven 
reserves to 47.8b. barrels of 
hydrocarbons, officials said.

TEL AVIV. — Some Industrialists 
are paying 147.84 per cent annual 
Interest on "regular" Joans' and SS3 
per cent on overdrafts, the 
Manufacturers Association has an- 
nounced. 

Although the Interest for regular 
loans is given as 85 per cent a year, 
or 21.25 per cent for a three-month 
period, a loan taken tor a year is not 
based on the annual rate, but on .the 
three-month period. Since this in- 
terest is compounded every tine 
months, the 85 per cent annual rate 
really climbs up to 118 per cent. 


In addition, the banks charge a 
8.64 per cent fee for “allocating the 
loan," plus another 28.2 per cent to 
allow cheques to clear. 

This Is to say, if a person deposits 


a cheque from a source outside the 
bank, the bank does not credit the 
amount of the cheque to its account 
immediately, but waits until the 
cheque has cleared and the bank 
Itself receives the money. If the In- 
dustrialist meanwhile writes a 
cheque on his account, he Is charg- 
ed interest. This brings the annual 
total In some cases to 147.84 per 
cent. ' 

As for overdrafts, the in- 
dustrialist la charged the normal 80 
per cent rate plus a "fine" of 45 per 
cent, which together, compounded 
on a three-month basis, brings the 
total ettectwle effective interest up 
to 208 per cent. 

To this, the bank adds a 20 per 
cent interest rate on cheques which 
have to be cleared from other 
banks. This brings the possible total 
annual interest to 283 per cent.

TEL AVIV. — The bad news la that 
the price of frozen chicken has gone 
up and will continue to go up. The 
good news la that cold storage 
plants are packed with frozen 
poultry and that there will be plenty 
for Passover. 

Ya'acov Doran, the managing 
director of the Poultry Marketing 
Board (PMB), told 27 mt Jerusalem 
Post that consumers need not 
worry about egga for Passover 
either. There la at present a surplus 
of 20 million egga in cold storage. 

At present all available cold 
storage apace la taken up either 
with frozen poultry or beef. The 
PMB recently chartered a 
refrigerated ahlp which it la filling 
up with frozen' chicken slated for 
export. Until a market la found,*it ia 
using the ship with a capacity of 2,- 
000 tons, as a floating cold storage 
plant. 

Doron said also that the PMB 
recently decided to cut down 
poultry production quotas from 
140,000 to 120,000 tons a year, star- 
ting April 1- * 

There are at present about 12,000 
tons of chloken in cold storage. 
Doron hopes that by exporting 
some, and reducing production he 
can reach a level of about 7,000 tons 


of poultry in storage by April .1 (the 
first day of Passover fids year). - 

Doron has forced egg hatcheries 
to out down .'production from -a, 
weekly 1.6 million fertilized eggs to’ 
1.2 million. 

Despite the current rliie :ih tbs 
price of frozen poultry both the 
wholesalers, and the large chain 
stores will continue to sen chicken 
at a slightly lowered price. - -- - 

Stmha Assaf , ■. the secretary- .

Though the hotel never proved 
viable. It marked the beginning of 
the. thriving development of 
Caesarea, which attracted many 
foreigners to purchase summer 
residences there. 

• During World War II the baron 


met the brilliant Dr. J. Pfeffer in 
Prance. The baron was Intrigued 
wtth the Jewish refugee’s ideas for 
extracting medicinal and other 
prod nets from rote herbs. He spon- 
sored a plant, but when he wonted 
to enlarge it. Pfeffer Insisted that It 
be moved to Israel. What later 
became the basis .of the Plantes 
Netanya. plant was transferred 
physically from Parts. 

The baron’s ties with Israel were 
both financial and personal. Mokka 
Union, the hero of Urn Cherbourg 
missile boats caper, became friend- 
ly with the baron. Subsequently 
Union's daughter, married the 
baron’s eon. 

In the wake of the Six-Day War 
Rothschild became one of the 
founders of the Israel Corporation, 
whose aim was to provide funds for 
the development of Israel primarily 
to the add of industry.

AQ informa- 
tion is misleading, to the sense that 
it Is inevitably Incomplete, but few 
kind* of information are as 
treacherous as the statistics we use 
to represent the shape and flavour 
of our world. Take, for example, 
these typical paragraphs which

"Statlstlca today Is a country un- 
der siege. All but 12ft km of the resin 
roods are to guerrilla hands after 
dark, and despite the nightly ton of 
80-00 executions the main cities 
Were hit by 168 terrorist attacks last 
week.” 

“If they win, however, the rebels 
will face the same problem ss their 
opponents: a country where 98 per 
cent of the population are illiterate, 
the average income Is under 473 a 
year, and one-third of all children 
die to their first year of Hie.” 

Nicaragua In the last days before 
the Sahdinista victory? 
Afghanistan right now? Either 
would fit. mors or less, but what I 
was Spftta’fc 
1811 .- In the last days of the 
Napoleonic occupation. 

Nobody actually wrote that sort 
of report then, of comae, because 
nobody was collecting that kind of 
statistics. But ray guesstimates tor 
the figures to Spain to 18U are like- 


ly to be as accurate as any figures 
that are produced about similar 
topics In Nicaragua or Afghanistan 
today. 

This sort of statistical distortion 
of what people’s Uvea are like is not 
at all confined to poor countries 
with unreliable data. Take, for ex- 
ample. the well-known ‘fact 1 that 
Britain in recent years has been 
becoming a poor relative of Its 
European partners. This alleged 
relative decline to British living 
standards became a major issue in 
the 1870 and 1974 elections. 

Yet in those years It always 
seemed to me that you stood as 
large a chance of being mown down 
by a Rolls-Royce in the streets of 
London as of being run over by fr 
Mercedes-Bent in Frankfurt. And 
to and behold! Early this year the 
ON published some figures which 
actually took into account not only 
how much people earned to each 
country, but also bow much things 
cost there. 

Once you have made that crucial 
allowance. It turns out that 
throughout the early 1970s the real 
consumption per person to Britain 
was Almost Identical to that in Ger- 
many. Trance and the Netherlands. 
Statlsdes wiH confirm what anyone 
with eyes already knows, but only if 
you choose the right figures. 

And yet — Britain is to gradual 
economic decline, not only relative- 
ly but absolutely, despite the way

That too la the 
evidence of one’s eyes and ears. 

The trick Is to look at the right 
statistics: those showing that the 
productivity of the British worker 
and the total physical output of 
British Industry have soarceiy 
risen at all In this decade, but that 
the British are consuming more 
and Investing less of their Gross 
Domestic Product. As always, you 
have to know or at least suspect 
what the answer is before you can 
find the statistics that will confirm 
1L 

And even if you get the right 
statistics, what have you got? For 
example. Gross Domestic Product 
is generally taken as a measure of a 
nation's wealth, but it can only In- 
clude activities that occur In the 
money economy. 

Both in the U.8. and to India, peo- 
ple eat several times a day. Ignore 
the amount eaten to the U.S. and 
simply consider the task of prepar- 
ing the food, which Is not very 
different to the two countries. The 
paint Is that to 99 out of 100 Indian 
households unprocessed food is 
prepared to Individual kitchens. 
Since no money changes hands, no 
economic activity can be 
measured.- - 

In the U.S., by contrast, there is 
an enormous food processing and 
packaging industry, a vast distribu- 
tion network of wholesalers and 


supermarkets, and hundreds of 
thousands of restaurants and 
cafeterias where tens of millions 
cat out each day. Huge amounts of 
money change hands to these tran- 
sactions, adding up to a substantial 
fraction of the GDP. 


Yet the difference is largely a 
question of specialization of labour. 
Americans are paying each other to 
achieve the same net result — a hot 
dinner on the table — that Is ac- 
complished in India entirely outside 
the money economy. 

Statistics are, alas. Indispensable 
to Journalists because they are so 
wonderfully concise. If you tried to 
put into mere words the Informa- 
tion. misleading and otherwise, 
that can be packed Into a 
paragraph of well-chosen statistics, 
you would quickly find that you 
were running out of apace 
and...

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Inviting U.S. pressure 


HISTORY, it seems, does repeat Itself — at times, and up to a 
point. The negotiation of the autonomy problem between Egypt 
and Israel is an almost exact replay of a scenario already 
enacted in the talks that led to the Camp David accords, and 
later to the signing of the peace treaty. 

Recognizing this. Prime Minister Begin and, following his 
lead. President Sadat, are already suggesting a new tripartite 
summit with President Carter. There, apparently, Israel and 
Egypt, having strenuously avoided agreement as long as they 
could, will at the last moment be pressed to beat the May 26 
deadline through mutual concessions. 

Whether Mr. Carter's current preoccupation with somewhat 
grander immediate issues, such as the future of detente, will 
allow him another fortnight of seclusion in Camp David, or 
wherever, on the autonomy, is rather moot. He may con- 
ceivably oblige, yet delegate most of the actual hard work to his 
aides, such as Secretary of State Vance, 

With every passing day, too, Mr. Carter's schedule becomes 
more and more crowded with the obligations of a presidential 
candidate. 

If a tripartite summit is nevertheless held sometime within 
the next four months, it will mainly be due to the President's 
perception that a speedy reaohitkjn of the autonomy — and, in a 
larger sense, the Palestinian — issue is vital to America's 
posture in the Middle East. 

Israeli spokesmen, mostly unnamed, have taken umbrage at 
what they have termed U.S. efforts to make Israel a 
"scapegoat" for the failure to muster Arab — and Moslem — 
support in stemming Soviet expansion and protecting western 
oil interests. There is a measure of objective truth in this indig- 
nant reaction. ’ 

Some of the American pronouncements an the centrality of 
the Palestinian problem call to mind the British claim, during 
World War II, that the Palestinian Zionists, their only allies in 
the region, were a major obstacle to the war effort. 

Yet it would be idle to deny that, though grossly exaggerated, 
the American argument is not simply made to order by enemies 
of Israel in Washington. In any case, it is a legitimate antidote to 
Israeli attempts to downplay the importance of settling the 
autonomy dispute on the ground that meeting the Soviet threat 
takes precedence. 

Mr. Begin may, and doubtless will, dispute the official 
American argument. But he will surely not rebut it by inviting 
Mr. Carter to serve again as mediator between himself and Mr. 
Sadat. 

Few impartial. observers will today concede the claim of 
either Israel or Egypt to be faithful to the spirit, let alone the 
letter, of the Camp David accords. In fact, both countries have 
re-adopted their original positions — Egypt plumping for a 
Palestinian state-ln-the-making, Israel innif tfn g on a strictly 
limited self-rule under Israel tutelage. 

Neither position can be sustained, and Mr. Carter, if he steps 
in, will most likely rule both of them out of court. But he will, for 
his own reasons, lean more heavily on Israel then on Egypt. All 
statements on the Issue by his aides in the past few days point In 
this direction. _ - - . 

It is therefore bard to fathom Mr. Begin's — though not Mr. 
Sadat's — purpose in seeking to involve Mr. Carter Jn the 
autonomy negotiating process. 

Unless, that is. Premier Begin having despaired of reaching 
an understanding directly with Mr. Sadat, is banking on history 
more-or-less repeating itself again, with the U.S. President for- 
cing out a necessary compromise — however painfully distant it 
may turn out to be from Israel's original and supposedly non- 
surrenderable positions. 


Sheli disappoints 


THE INTRAMURAL slanging match which resulted, over the 
weekend, in the departure of a splinter of the original Black 
Panthers from under the wings of the Sheli party is of little in- 
trinsic Importance: both groups are fairly inconsequential 
phenomena on the Israeli political map. 

A wider public issue is, however, involved in this minor inci- 
dent. For the Sheli leadership plainly flouted a water-tight pre- 
election rotation agreement,- under which the party's current 
Number-One man, Meir Pa'il, was to have resigned his Knesset 
seat in mid-term in favour of the Panthers' Sa'adya Marciano. 
The failure to make good this pledge may have distinctly un- 
desirable social repercussions. 

For all the marginality of the Panthers themselves, the 
cynical behaviour of the largely Ashkenazi, intellectual left- 
wing leadership of Shell can only serve to reinforce the senti- 
ment among poorer citizens of Oriental extraction against the 
established political order as a whole. > 

* Sheli is admittedly not alone among the country’s min i at ure 
parties to have sought to paper over personal clashes among 
their leaders through a rotation agreement which is always 
more honoured in the breach than in the observance. Yet, 
somehow, something better could have been expected of Sheli. 

At its outset, Shell showed some signs of being able to tame 
the potentially disruptive Panthers by forging an alliance 
between radical, dovish highbrows and ethnic populists. The ex- 
periment was not exactly a howling success when it was first 
launched. Relatively few voters in the Oriental neighbourhoods 
were tempted to cast their ballots for Sheli merely because of its 
alliance with Marciano and company. 

Now, that experiment can be stamped an unmitigated failure. 
Sheli will in all likelihood be relegated to a position of perma- 
nent political triviality, without realizing its hope of being able 
to tip the scale in a future Labour-led coalition. The party will 
remain trapped in the dual image it has forged for itself over the 
past three years : a sounding board for its present, self-asserting 
MKs Pa'il and Uri Avnery — and a shrill one-issue party with 
little hope of — or interest in — attracting more than the votes 
of the faithful few.

There is no reason to panic because Egypt and Israel are 
still putting forward such divergent views on autonomy, 
writes WALTER EYTAN. 


Retaining a sense 


of perspective 


IT LOOKS to most people as if the 
autonomy talks were deadlocked — 
and as if this were a bad thing. 
Moshe Dayan, in The Jerusalem 
Poet, calls for greater flexibility on 
the part of Israel- The same issue of 
the newspaper carries, side by side, 
front-page headlines proclaiming 
“Khalil rejects Israel’s views of 
Camp David” and “Begin, Burg 
reject Cairo’s autonomy, plan." 
Both sides “reject,” but this is not a 
new rejection front: it is a (perfect- 
ly intelligible) confrontation. 

There is input, too, from Am- 
bassador Sol Ldnowitz, who is about 
to reappear on the scene. Very 
diplomatically, if disingenuously, 
he is calling on both sides to be 
mare flexible, balancing Israel’s 
security concerns against the 
Palestinians' “legitimate political 
requirements.” Wolf Blitzer, from 
Washington, reports Mr. Llnowitx 
as declaring that the Soviet inva- 
sion of Afghanistan and the. taking 
of U.S. hostages in Iran “have un- 
derlined the need for further 
progress” in the autonomy talks, 
and as confirming that President 
Jimmy Carter intends to press 
ahead as quickly as possible in 
these talks, ‘‘despite the latest 
events elsewhere in the region.” 

The general impression we are 
left with, however, is rather that 
the U.S. 1 b in a hurry not so much 
despite, as because of these “latest 
events.” 

Clearly the time has come to take 
stock and try to see where we are, 
and what we are at, .“we” being 
both Israel and Egypt The first 
question must be: why all this 
hurry? It is not a matter of festina 
tents (“hurry alawly"). There are 
undertones of panic In the 
American approach: after the 
debacles of Iran and Afghanistan 
(to which the U.S. has so far not 
revealed any ready solution), at 
least let the Israelis and Egyptians 
behave like sensible people and not 
let the side down. But Israel and 
Egypt have Interests of their own: 
they understand the Iranian and 
Afghan situations as well as the 
next man, but they will not let 
themselves be rushed into 
“concessions" Which later they 
may not be the only ones to regret. 

Even by the Camp David 
timetable, the autonomy 
negotiations still have over four 
months to run. While Camp David 
allotted three months for toe con- 
clusion of the peace treaty, it allow- 
ed a foil year for the autonomy 


talks. Seen prime facie, this 
suggests that everyone, including 
toe U.S., undertstood at the time 
that autonomy would prove a 
harder nut to crack than peace. 


IN THE EVENT, the peace treaty’s 
three-month deadline came and 
■went (on December 17, 1978), with 
the two sides still not in sight of 
agreement. Instead of panicking 
and giving up, they just went 
straight ahead with their 
negotiations, until the treaty was 
finally signed on March 26, 1979. 
This was more than three months 
after the deadline: the negotiations 
had taken more than twice as long 
than had been foreseen at Camp 
David. 

What if May 26 comes around and 
there is. still no agreement on 
autonomy? Will this really be a 
reason to panic or throw in the 
sponge? If the peace negotiations 
took more than six months Instead 
of three, toe autonomy negotiations 
may (and probably will) go on after 
May 26, though it might he 
demoralising and counterproduc- 
tive If they dragged on for more 
than two years. 

Anyone who knows anything 
about the techniques of negotiation 
realizes that there are bound to be 
moments of deadlock. The nearer 
the deadline looms, the more crises 
there will be. The two parties face 
each other, as politely as they can 


but quite firmly refusing to budge 
an lncb. This happened at least 


twice in 1949 during the 
negotiations at Rhodes on the 
Israel-Egypt armistice. It happen- 
ed even more dramatically just two 
years ago, in January 1978, soon 
after the start of the peace 
negotiations, when President 
Anwar Sadat, without warning, 
broke off tbe talks and summoned 
his delegation home from the 
Jerusalem Hilton. People thought 
everything had been lost, but in fact 
it was no more than a conventional 
negotiating move. 

There is. then, no reason to panic 
simply because four months before 
the deadline set for completion of 
the autonomy talks Israel and 
Egypt are still putting forward such 
divergent views. It would be 
astonishing if Egypt had accepted 
Israel’s proposals or Israel 
accepted Egypt’s. We have to have 
some sense of perspective and 
proportion. 


want this problem out of the way. 
faced as It Is by the far more 
menacing situations in Afghanistan 
and Iran. One headache lees — one 
can sympathize with this approach. 
What a sigh of relief there would be 
from Washington if only this 
business of autonomy for tbe 
Palestinians were .settled, and settl- 
ed soon. 

But even It toe autonomy talks 
-"succeed,” tbe Palestinian 
problem will not go away. It will be 
with us all for many years yet, even 
if the PLO has lately lost some 
credit in the West through its open 
identification with Khomeini In 
Iran and its unmuted applause for 
the Soviet take-over of Afghanistan. 

Israel will never accept the crea- 
tion of an independent Palestinian 
state between itself and Jordan, 
and will resist any “autonomy" 
measures likely to lead to this end. 
The Arabs, for their part, and 
Egypt as their self-appointed sur- 
rogate, will never accept the'annex- 
ation by Israel of the West Bank 
and Gaza, and will resist any 
"autonomy” conditions that seem 
calculated to leave open a road to 
this goal. If agreement Is to be 
reached. It will have to be at some 
kind of halfway bouse. 

No one, as far as I know, has paid 
much attention to a, reply given 
last September 13 by Dr. Butros 
Ghall, Egypt's Minister of State for 
Foreign, Affairs, at a press con- 
ference in Paris, folly reported at 
the time by "Le Monde." 

Dr. Ghall was asked, inevitably, 
how he saw the future of Gaza and 
the West Bank. This was his 
answer: “There are three possible 
solutions — an Independent Palesti- 
nian Aate, which we favour, or a 
federation between Jordan and toe 
West Bank, or even a confederation 
between the West Bank and 
Israel." 

You can take “which we favour” 
for what it it worth, but the really 
pertinent question Is: has Israel’s 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg or 
anyone else ever taken Dr. Ghall up 
on the third leg of this proposition? 

In normal human discourse, it Is. 
invariably toe third and last of a 
series of three propositions, that 
carries the trueint ended meaning. 
There is surely significance, too, In 
Dr. Ghali's use here of toe word 
“even." I am not certain that

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CHIEF RABBI Shlomo Goren has 
made clear toe role to which he 
aspires in tbe affairs of toe state. 
Any doubts on this score were 
resolved at a recent meeting at 
Klryat Arba. Speaking from toe 
same dais from which the prime 
minister failed to deliver his plann- 
ed address, Goren regretted that 
toe. Arab population of Hebron had 
not fled to the East Bank in 1987. 
There should be no further con- 
cessions, he added. “We have con- 
ceded enough, perhaps too much.” 

At his next meeting with the 
prime minister. Chief Rabbi Goren 
was seen wagging his finger in Mr. 
Begin's face before toe latter's 
departure for the Aswan summit. 
Imagine similar statements or ac- 
tions from other national leaders 
whose office places them above the 
political arena — the president, for 
example, or a justice of tbe 
Supreme Court. 

Presumably, the chief rabbi, as a 
spiritual leader, is in a similar 
category.

And the fact that he made 
them has constitutional 
significance. 

TRUE, TRADITIONAL Judaism 
rejects a division between religion 
and politics. There is an element of 
innovation, however, in the role 
claimed for the clerical establish- 
ment in the national dispute over 
the future of the territories. 

hi the 1930s. for example, an issue 
with such obvious religious 
significance as the status of toe 
Western Wall and the right of Jews 
to pray there was dealt with as a 
political issue by the political 
organs of the Jewish community, 
without permitting the Chief Rab- 
binate to take part in political 
decision-making and without gran- 
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ting significant weight to its 
positions. . 

In its single major pronounce- 
ment on the subject, the High Court 
of Justice has refused to place 
limitations on the political ac- 
tivities of the Chief Rabbinate. That 
came In a petition to prevent toe 
Rabbinical Council from giving ap- 
proval to the National Religious 
Party to join the Labour coalition In 
1974. after it had first pronounced 
against such action unless there 
was a satisfactory settlement of toe 
issue of halachic conversion. 

Since the Chief Rabbinate was 
not acting on the basis of Its 
statutory authority — as in matters 
of personal status, dietary laws, 
burial regulations, etc. — the court 
refused to Interfere. 

Whether the partisan-political ac- 
tions of toe Chief Rabbinate dis- 
qualify it from serving the nation as 
a whole, declared toe Court, was a 
question for the legislature and not 
for the judiciary. Predictably, toe 
legislature has not seen fit to give 
an answer. 

.INTERESTINGLY ENOUGH, 
when the halachic conversion ques- 
tion — the issue underlying the off- 
and-on positions of the Rabbinical 
Council and of Chief Rabbi Goren 
over the NRP'a joining Golda 
Meir’s government in 1974 — was 
dealt with In the present coalition 
agreement, the NRP settled for an 
obviously inoperative promise by 
the Prime Minister that he would 
try his best to get a private bill on 


the subject through the Knesset. 

Whatever gains have been made 
for traditional religious demands 
during the tenure of the Likud 
government, such as toe exemption 
of religious girls from army service 
or the change in. the abortion law. 
have been the fruit of toe efforts of 
the traditional rivals of toe NRP 
and the Chief Rabbinate within toe

TRADITIONALLY, learning ratber 
than office has been the key to 
status In the rabbinical world. The 
status anxieties of Chief Rabbi 
Goren have undoubtedly been rein- 
forced by the recent religious ad- 
vances achieved by the Aguda 
leadership. Emphasizing his 
hawkish posture on the question of 
the territorfes Is Goren 's pre- 
emptive strike In toe on-going 
struggle for support in the Orthodox 
c amp. 

The pre-SSfohist Jewish religious 
community In Mandatory Palestine 
and the Aguda movement have a 
long record of opposition to the 
Chief Rabbinate. Tbe opposition to 
the very establishment of the -Chief 
Rabbinate came initially from 
these religious Jews. Quite ac- 
curately. although perhaps not as 
they imagined, they predicted that 


the Chief Rabbinate would in time 
become an instrument for religious 
compulsion. 

Therefore, they demanded the 
right to opt out of membership of 
the organized religious community, 
the Knesset Yisrael, which 
represented the political expression 
of Zionism in the pre-state yishuv. 
The Chief Rabbinate was the In- 
stitutionalized religious leadership 
of Knesset Yisrael, and opting out 
meant opting out of toe religious 
authority of the Chief Rabbinate. 

This option was exercised not 
only by religious Jews who rejected 
the authority of toe Chief Rab- 
binate: in time, It was also exer- 
cised by non-observant Jews, who 
came up against halachic restric- 
tions in Buch matters as marriage. 
The right to opt out, therefore, was

Sir, — In recent weeks, a cam- 
paign of defamation has been un- 
derway against the Bikur Chollm 
Hospital by Dr. Maier, Director of 
tbe Shaare Zedek Hospital. The 
campaign reached a peak this week 
with the proposal that Bikur Chollm 
cease to operate In order to cover 
up for the bankruptcy of Shaare 
Zedek. Inasmuch as tbe Informa- 
tion, which reached your 
newspaper, has so far been Mazed 
and inaccurate, I find It my duty to 
submit the following facts: 

1. The Shaare Zedek Hospital was 
authorized by the Ministry of 
Health to construct a new building 
to contain only 300 beds. In total dis- 
regard of this authorization, toe 
management of Shaare Zedek 
erected a building complex to con- 
tain 60o beds. These 300 unauthoriz- 
ed beds constitute precisely the 300 
superfluous . beds, >hpae upkeep 
has become an insurmountable 
financial burden. 

2. The hosplUl complex built by 
Shaare Zedek is <un suited to urban 
conditions in Jerusalem and con- 
stitutes an ecological problem of 
major proportions for the residents 
of Bayit Vegan. 


3. Partial operation of this Inef- 
ficient hospital during a period of 
less than half a year has resulted is 
a deficit of nearly IIAOOm., or ap- 
proximately IL2m. per day. 

4. The director of Shaare Zedek, 
In order to draw attention away 
from the real reasons for his 
hospital's problems, Is now trying 
to create the impression that the 
Btkur Chollm Hospital constitutes 
the stumbling block to the efficient 
operation of his new building. 

Now for some facts about tbe 
Bikur Chollm Hospital: 

1. Bikur Chollm has in recent 
years succeeded in responding 
quickly to the urgent neqds of the 
population in Jerusalem by 
developing new medical services, 
while making maximum use of Its 
existing building, adapted to new 
needs by means of extensive 
renovations, now almost com- 
pleted. 

The new departments, which arc 
at full occupancy, arc: the Ear- 
Nosc-and-Throat Department, Car- 
diology Department. Department 
of Internal Medicine and En- 
docrinology, Paediatric Neurology 
Department and Neo-natsl Inten- 
sive Care Unit — these in addition 


to the Paediatric Department and 
Department of Gynaecology and 
Maternity renowned for m&ny 
years. Development of the Hospital 
at all times took into account the 
urgent needs of the public, while 
conforming to overall municipal 
planning by the Ministry of Health. 

2. Financial participation of the 
Ministry of Health in the operation 
of Bikur Cholim is within the 
framework of the standards laid 
down by the Government — and the 
amount of that participation for an 
entire year Is less than the 
cumulative deficit of Shaare Zedek 
during a period of two weeks. . 

3. Bikur Cholim agreed to join In 
the regional plan of Kupat Cholim, 
devised to Insure high level medical 
services through efficient use of the 
existing medical potential. The 
Director of Shaare Zedek opposed 
this plan for obvious reasons. 

Dr. Mater’s proposals would 
create a void in the medical ser- 
vices in Jerusalem, while being ab- 
solutely of no help in remedying the 
problems of the Shaare Zedek
